New York, October 19, 1867. 
Your paper of this morning contains 
a letter purporting to have been ad- 
dressed to me by Mr. Bonner of the 
Ledger newspaper, relative to an alleg- 
ed contest between him and myself for, 
the ownership of the fastest trotting 
horse in the world. It occasioned me 
some surprise that Mr. Bonner should 
have ventured to make the statement 
that such a contest had ever existed 


| between him and myself, and still more 


that a:gentleman should have first ad- 
dressed me such a letter through the 
public press, for your publication was 
the first I heard of it. It looks to me 
as if Mr. Bonner had sought notoriety 
either for himself or his horse, in a man- 
ner not in entire conformity with the 
rales of propriety. Mr. Bonner says 
that he expected me to disavow a chal- 
lenge made him by my trainer, Sam. 
McLaughlin, because of my knowledge 
of the fact that he never enters any of 
his horses in a public race. If my 
trainer had consulted me previous to 
giving the challenge, 1 must confess 
that | should have seen no reason why 
Mr. Bonner should have declined the 
test, unless be was distrustful of his 
horse. The proposal was that Mr.

The whole story, Mr. Editor, is this.

He has 
achieved great celebrity—I believe him 
fully worthy of his fame; but to assume 
that he can never be beaten may, per- 
haps be a mistake. Some two years 
before Mr Bonner became his owner, 
he was offered to me as a mate for my 
horse Post Boy, for the suim of $7,500. 
My answer was that I would not have 
him at any price, as he was not consid- 
ered a kind roadster. As for Mountain 
Boy, 1 purchased him at a much higher 
price in the month of May, 1866. He 
was then six yearsold. 1 thought him 
the best horse of his age I ever saw. 
In. the spring of 1867-1 put him in train- 
ing. His performance speaks for itself. 
I think him the superior of Dexter. I 
have not been aware, Mr, Editor, that 
any strife has existed between Mr. 
Bonner and myself for the possession 
of the fastest horse. But if it were 
otherwise, and such a contest has been 
pending, all must admit that Mr. Bon- 
ner’s declination of McLauchlin’s pro- 
posai has brought the contest to a close.

Two famous continental churches 
have suffered disastrous injury by fire. 
One of them is the noble old Cathedral 
of Frankfort on the Maine, a portion of 
which has been destroyed. On the 15th, 
a conflagration broke out in a_ brewery 
opposite, and the flames spread so rap- 
idly that the inmates could not escape. 
Unhappily two women who jumped 
from the second story were so severel 
injnred, that they died soon after.

A Mechanical Horse that Beats 


The following description of a new 
invention now on exhibition at the 
great “shaw” in Paris, we clip from a 
private letter: 


I was fortunate enough to be pres- 

ent yesterday evening at a private 
view of thié wonderfol invention. The 
throng at the Exposition is sd denve 
in daytime that any attempt to’ work 
it during thé exhibition hours was im- 
possible. Through the kindness of M. 
de M., whose acquaintance I made in 
1858, when he was attache at Wash- 
ington, I formed one of fifty persons 
provided with special permits. On en- 
tering, groups of the Cent Garde made 
me think the Emperor was present, 
but I did not see him until the middle 
of the exhibition. I saw, among 
the curious, Nasmyth, of hammer 
celebrity, and Witworth, arm = in 
arm with Howe, of sewing machine no- 
toriety. 
The iron horse bears no resemblance 
to its equine namesake. Imagine a 
trunk-shaped box, about seven feet 
long, and wide enough for a man to 
saddle, and about five feet high, the 
whole concern mounted on five wheels 
concealed, however, under the  ma- 
chine. It is covered with leather, and 
has a saddle, only the saddle is very 
high in front and back, so that there 
is no chance of being unhorsed. = Lu 
front is a steering apparatus of the 
simplest kind, two silk cords, and just 
before the saddle is a steel bar which 
regulates the speed. If you pull it up 
you start the machine; If you depress 
it, you decrease it until a point is at- 
tained, when the apparatus stops.

General Harney asa Runner. 


story of the veteran Gen. Harney: - 
General Harney, who is sixty-seven 
yeats of age, is six feet three inches 
in beight, and is straight as an arrow, 
and in his younger days used to excel 
every Indian on the plains, with whom 
he came in contact in. running, jump- 
ing and wrestling. He is known uni- 
versally among the Indians as the 
“fast runner.” He tells us that he 
was never badly presed but once in 
running, and that was many yeare 
ago, when he was encamped at the 
Mandan village, on the Missouri river. 
The Indians had brought in their fas- 
test runner, and challenged the General 
torun, All the tribes in that part of 
the country were present, and all 
were in high glee, thinking they had 
a sure thing. General Harney pre- 
pared himself and went about halfa 
nile from camp across a ravine, which 
was as near as the Indians were al- 
lowed to come to his. camp, and met 
them. The Indians were so confident 
of winning the race, that they bet 
everything they possessed on the re- 
sult, aud the officers of Haruey’s com- 
mand also backed they favorite to the 
fullestextent. The Indians would bet 
a buffalo rope against a plug of tebac- 
CO, Or @ pony against a few pounds of 
sugar and coffee. The odds they con- 
sidered in their favor. The distance 
run was 800 yards, and one from each 
side chosen to start them, and as judg: 
es of the race. The Indian got al- 
most fifteen feet the advantage of the 
General on the start, bat supposing 
he could beat the Indian easily he 
did not mind it at firat; but it was a 
long distance to gain, and by putting 
forth his utmost efforts and straining 
every nerve, he only beat the lndian 
three feet.

More than one-third of the 
work has already been done, more than 
one-third of the whole line is now in 
running order, and more laborers are 
now employed upon it than ever before. 
More than forty million dollars in 
money have already been expended by 
the two powerful companies that have 
undertaken the enterprise, and there is 


no lack of funds for its most vigorous
